if  the  various  Grand  Army  posts  of 
the  country  were  disposed  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  an  offer  made  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  uf  congress,  they  might  materially 
increase  the  warlike  spirit  supposed  to 
pervade  every  patriotic  family,  says  the 
Washington  Post.  The  offer  w  as  to  sup¬ 
ply  warlike  implements,  which,  if  they 
have  outlived  their  usefulness,  will 
serve  as  ornaments  for  post  headquar¬ 
ters  and  might  inspire  the  rising  gener¬ 
ation  with  much  patriotic  fervor.  This 
could  be  accomplished  by  accepting  the 
tender  of  several  hundred  abandoned 
cannon  and  shot  and  sb^ll  which  con¬ 
gress  has  decided  to  give  to  any  Grand 
Army  poet  that  may  apply  for  them 
and  which  are  now  lyiag  useless  and 
neglected  at  the  navy  yards. 

These  cannon  are  mostly  old  sty  la 
models  of  engines  of  war;  which  might 
hqve  been  considered  jfst  the  proper 
thing  SO  years  tar  more  ago,  but  which, 
with  the  march  vi  progress  and  the  ad¬ 
vance  of  invention,  have  been  placed 
upon  the  retired  list.  Tbqir  places  have 
been  filled  by  gnus  anil  munitions  ti 
war  of  a  more  improved  type,  and  as  tha 
abandoned  articles  are  valuable  only  oa 
old  metal  the  government  decided  thut 
it  could  put  them  to  no  better  purpose 
than  to  give  them  to  the  veterans  of  the 
late  war.  who  fought  on  the  Union  side 
with  these  same  guns. 

But  it  is  surprising  to  count  up  just 
how  few  posts  uf  the  immense  Grand 
Anuy  have  taken  advantage  of  this  of¬ 
fer.  Since  the  passage  of  the  joint  reso¬ 
lution  last  winter  the  records  in  the  of¬ 
fice  of  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  where 
snch  applications  have  to  be  filed,  show 
less  than  100  from  the  entire  country. 

There  are  still  guns  on  band  for  about 
700  more  posts,  yet,  strangely  enough, 
the  Grand  Army  has  made  no  effort  to 
provide  itself  with  an  armament 
which,  although  it  would  be  of  little 
service  in  time  of  war,  ia.  valuable  from 
an  artistic  standpoint  in  time  of  peace.

A  BIT  OF  HISTORY. 


P*.,  Wes  Once  Called  the 
Capital  of  the  Country. 

A  pupil  in  tbe  Boys’  Grammar  school, 
on  Lafayette  street,  Germantown,  was 
asked  Ly  bis  teacher  “when  the  first 
congrats  occupied  the  Germantown 
academy,  located  on  West  School  lane.  ” 
It  was  a  puzzle,  cf  course,  to  the  young 
scholar,  who  was  at  u  loss  to  find  any¬ 
thing  |n  print  verifying  such  an  event 
The  facts,  however,  from  which  the 
false  impression  has  frequently  obtained 
are  us  follows:  The  government  of  tbe 
United  States  was  first  inaugurated  in 
Sew  York  in  1789,  but  by  act  of  con¬ 
gress  Philadelphia  was  made  the  capital 
of  the  nation  from  1790  until  1800.  In 
1793  the  yellow  fever  became  epidemio 
in  thig  city,  and  it  was  in  October  of 
that  year  that  tbe  governor  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  asked  tbe  board  of  trustees  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  bouse  of  assembly,  and 
a  similar  request  for  quarters  came  from 
congress. 

At  the  November  meeting  following 
board  proffered  to  congress  the 
c}u  k  o  uf  the  school  building,  but  there 
is  no  minute  evidence  to  show  that  cou- 
gf  ss  accepted  the  generous  offer.  At 
tljis  time  Washngton  resided  in  German¬ 
town,  and  tbe  town  was  spoken  of  as 
the  goverunient  place  of  the  state,  and 
also  of  tbe  United  States.  Jefferson, 
then  Secretary  of  state,  and  Randolph, 
attorney  genual,  occupied  the  building, 
some  years  ago  torn  down  to  extend  the 
site  on  which  tbe  National  bank  now 
stands^  at  Main  street  and  School  lane. 

So;  with  Washington,  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son  and  John  Randolph  residing  is  Ger¬ 
mantown,  it  is  not  strange  that  the  con¬ 
clusion  should  be  formed  that  congress 
was  in  session  at  the  same  time.  Al¬ 
though  the  Germantown  academy  never 
had  tbe  honor  of  accomnudatiDg  con¬ 
gress.,  a  few  years  later,  in  1798,  when 
the  yellow  fever  made  ita  appearance 
again  in  this  city,  tbe  banks  of  North 
America  and  of  Pennsylvania  did  find  a 
temporary  place  cf  safety  in  tbe  old 
academy. — Philadelphia  Record.

Mr.  W  it  hers  enjoys  tbe  distinction  of 
having  not  only  been  at  the  theater  the 
night  Lincoln  was  assassinated,  but  of 
having  been  pierced  by  the  dagger  at 
tbe  tv — just  a  few  moments  after 
Booth  bad  fired  tbe  shot  that  made  Lin¬ 
coln  a  martyr.  Every  time  he  goes  to 
Washington  be  is  requested  to  tell  this 
story,  and,  although  many  and  vaned 
are  the  recitals  of  this  thrilling  event. 
Mr.  Withers' is  somewhat  different  from 
the  Others.  Here  is  tbe  story  aa  be  tells 
it  in  tbe  Washington  Post: 

*  ‘I  was  leader  of  the  orchestra  at  tbe 
time,  and  as  tbe  president  was  to  wit- 
ness  the  performance  of  '  Our  American 
Cousin’  I  thought  that,  as  befitted  tbs 
occasion,  I  would  compose  a  soug.  So  I 
did.  It  was  entitled  ‘Honor  to  Our  Sol¬ 
diers’  and  dedicated  to  tbe  president. 
This  was  to  be  sung  between  two  of  tbe 
acts  by  a  quartet  1  bad  engaged  and  tbe 
entire  company,  who  were  to  be  attired 
in  tbe  American  colon. 

"As  I  was  on  my  way  to  tbe  theater 
I  met  John  Wilkes  Booth  just  in  front 
of  George  Harry’s  saloon,  which  ad¬ 
joined  the  theater.  It  was  a  sultry 
night,  and  Booth  had  his  overcoat  over 
his  arm.  ‘  Good  evening,  Billy,  ’  be  said. 
‘Come  and  have  something?’ 

“As  I  was  leaving  to  enter  the  thea¬ 
ter  Booth  remarked,  ‘I’ll  witness  tbe 
performance  tonight  ’  I  noticed  nothing 
strange  about  his  demeanor  and  subse¬ 
quently  saw  him  as  I  was  coming  out 
for  tbo  overture. 

"80011  the  president,  bis  wife,  Major 
Ratbbane  and  Robert  and  Tad  entered 
their  box.  I  signaled  for ‘Hail  to  the 
Chief,’  and  tbe  audience  cheered,  and 
the  president  turned  smilingly  and 
bowed.  Then  he  seated  himself,  and 
with  bis  accustomed  modesty  drew  tbe 
-urtains  half  amiss  the  box. 

•‘After  the  first  act  J.  P.  Wright,  the 
stage  manager,  sent  me  word  be  would 
be  unable  to  have  tbe  special  song  sung 
ut  that  time,  but  he  would  try  to  have 
it  rendered  between  the  second  and  third 
acts.  A  similar  message  was  sent  to  me 
at  the  close  of  the  second  act,  and  I  be¬ 
came  somewhat  exercised.  I  started  to 
go  upon  tbe  stage  when  I  saw  Booth  on 
the  balcony  walking  down  tbe  aisle  in 
tbe  direction  of  the  president's  box.  He 
was  seemingly  attentive  toward  the  act¬ 
ing,  for  the  curtain  had  again  gone  up. 

1  encountered  a  scene  shifter,  Spaugler, 
whose  office  I  afterward  learned  was  to 
turn  out  the  lights  in  the  theater  as  soon 
as  the  shot  was  fired.

I 
saw  a  man  jump  from  the  president’s 
box  on  to  tbe  stage.  It  was  Booth.  Ha] 
tan  directly  toward  the  door  leading 
into  tbe  alley.  This  course  brought  him 
right  in  my  path.  He  had  a  dagger  in 
his  band,  and  he  waved  it  threatening¬ 
ly.  He  evidently  did  not  recognize  me, 
for  he  appeared  like  a  maniac.  His  eyes 
seemed  starting  from  their  sockets,  ami 
his  hair  was  disheveled. 

With  head  down,  he  ran  toward  me 
and  cried,  ’Let  me  pass!’  He  slashed  at 
me,  and  the  knife  cut  through  my  coat, 
vest  and  underclothing.  He  struck 
again,  the  point  of  the  weapon  penetrat¬ 
ing  the  back  of  my  neck,  and  the  blow 
brought  me  to  tbe  floor.  I  watched  him 
make  bis  exit  into  tbe  alley  and  caught 
sight  of  the  hone,  held  by  ’Peanut 
John.’ 

The  commotion  in  the  audience  was 
something  terrible.  Several  acton,  in¬ 
cluding  Harry  Hawke,  rushed  out,  and 
a  man  who  proved  to  be  a  detective  lift¬

A  hundred  causes  have  been  at  work 
to  make  these  homes  possible.  First  of 
all  there  had  to  come  among  both  men 
and  women  complete  submission  to  tbe 
fact  that  all  the  women  of  one  genera¬ 
tion  could  not  marry,  there  not  being 
men  enough  to  go  round,  and  polygamy 
having  ceased  to  exist  as  a  fashionable 
institution.  Then  there  bad  to  follow  a 
conviction,  which  took  a  Jong  time  to 
{row,  that  those  women  who  seemed  to 
have  been  left  quite  out  in  the  cold 
when  marriages  were  settled  might 
have  staid  ont  of  their  free  wills,  and 
that  therefore  they  were  not  to  be 
judged  as  those  who  had  been  trie<\  and 
found  wanting.  But  the  most  potent  of 
all  causes  lay  in  new  conceptions  of 
what  individuality  might  mean— that 
individuality  which  is  irrespective  of 
privilege  and  independent  of  tie  and 
oondition— with  a  growing  belief  in 
the  necessity  for  the  development  of  this 
individuality  and  the  right  of  its  free 
expression.  Through  all  the  upheavals 
of  homes  and  societies  which  have 
sometimes  alarmed  us  a  recognition  of 
what  this  involves  for  women,  as  for 
men,  has  been  slowly  born.  The  fact  of 
her  being  married  or  unmarried  weighs 
little  if  a  woman  be  equipped  in  every 
way  for  the  part  she  is  to  play  ip  life.
